I have  the  honour  to  ])resent  my  Annual  Reports  on  the 
General  and  School  Healtli  Services  of  the  County  for  the  year 
1955. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a crude  birth  rate  of 
13.8  per  thousand  population,  wlucli  is  the  lowest  rate  on  record. 
The  crude  death  rate  was  12.1  per  thousand  population,  a slight 
decrease  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  'Fhe  infant  mortality 
rate  was  2-t  per  thousand  live  hirtlis,  which  is  onlv  slightly  above 
the  lowest  rate  of  23  per  l,()if)()  births  which  was  recorded  for  1954. 

I se  made  of  the  various  types  of  health  services  provided  has 
continued  to  increase,  and  one  new  service,  the  provision  of  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  for  thirteen-year-old  children  was 
commenced  during  the  year. 

Among  infectious  diseases  the  number  of  cases  of  measles, 
dysentery  and  food  poisoning  notified  each  showed  considerable 
increases.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  was  a considerable  fall 
in  the  notification  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  that  the  death  rate 
for  this  disease  has  been  very  considerably  reduced.  For  the  fifth 
year  running  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified. 

Once  again  I am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  record  my 
thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  School 
Medical  l)e])artments  for  the  willing  and  conscientious  service  they 
have  continued  to  give,  and  to  express  to  all  the  members  of  the 
County  C'ouncil,  and  especially  to  the  members  of  the  flealth 
Committee  and  the  School  Welfare  Suh-Committee  of  the  Education 
Committee,  my  thanks  for  their  continued  help  and  support.

llejiular  sessions  1‘or  ihe  denial  inspeelion  and  Ireatment  of 
expectant  and  niirsin<2;  inollu'rs  w(M-e  ludd  only  at  Bevcrh'v  , lliou^li 
inspection  and  treatment  were  a\ailal)le  on  re(iuest  t’roiii  any  i)aiT 
of  llie  County.  'rreatment  was  carried  out  either  in  a fixed  or 
mohih'  clinic  most  eonveiiient  to  the  patieiitfs  home.  When  |)ali('nls 
were  within  easier  reach  of  a privaU'  practitioner,  they  iiivai-iahl\ 
had  the  necessary  treatment  completed  under  the  National  Ili'allh 
Servic't'  rather  than  have  the  inconvenience  of  a sliohtly  lon^i'er 
journey  to  a clinic.

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At  the  end  of  the  year,  47  County  domiciliary  mid  wives  and 
I midwife  in  |)rivate  j)raeti(‘e  were  suitably  (jualified  to  administer

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The  following  table  shows  the  position  in  the  various  Countv 
Districts  and  Health  Divisions  both  as  regards  the  total  numbers 
of  children  who  have  been  immunised  at  any  time,  and  also  as 
regards  those  who  have  been  immunised  (U‘  re-immunised  during  tlie 
last  five  years. 

A comparison  of  the  figures  given  in  this  table  with  those  of 
the  previous  year  shows  that  there  has  again  been  some  im])rove- 
ment  in  the  overall  position.  Nevertheless,  although  now  Sl^o  of 
the  child  pof)ulation  have  been  immunised  at  some  time,  still  only 
54*%  have  been  immunised  or  re-immunised  during  the  last  five 
years,  and  therefore  only  just  over  half  of  the  ehildren  in  the  County 
can  be  regarded  as  Ixung  really  adetpiately  protected  against 
tliphtheria  by  virtue  of  reeent  innoeulation.  In  some  districts,  the 
position  is  (piite  good,  e.g.,  Beverley  M.H.,  Hedon  M.B.,  Haltem- 
price  (,M).,  Norton  H.D.  and  Poeklington  H.l).,  all  showing  more 
than  G5%  of  the  (‘hild  population  as  having  an  Uj)-to-date  protection.

In  .‘ill, 
the  nuniher  of  pafieiits  transported  was  nearly  I (),()()()  more  than 
in  l!).)T,  an  iiu*rease  ol  17.f)%  on  that  year's  fiaure*s.  and  most 
ot  this  increase  was  due  to  eontiniied  heavy  demands  for  transport 
to  and  from  the  various  hospital  out-patient  de})ai*tments.  'I’his 
oui-))atient  ti’ansjiort  was  resiionsihle  for  t), ()()()  more*  e*alls  in  1!)53 
than  in  Oat  (an  increase  of  21  Vh),  and  diirin^i,'  the*  y(*ai*  .)n,72() 

patients  were  carried  to  or  from  out-patient  sessions,  d’he  various 

hospitals  have  repeatedly  been  reejuested  to  watch  the  reejuests  made

I’nlil  the  middle  of  tlu'  year  the  rate  of  increase'  in  mileajz’r 
run  ^vas  ke‘|)t  moi'('  or  U'ss  h'\('l  ^\■ith  tin*  rati'  ot  incri'ase  in  the 
nmnhi'r  of  ])atients  cari'ied,  hut  after  Septejnber,  although  there 
was,  on  a\('ra;i:e.  a small  I'cduction  in  the  monthly  number  of 
patients  earrii'd  compari'd  with  the  rest  of  the  yi'ar,  there  was 
a very  marki'd  fall  in  tlu'  numhi'r  of  miles  tra\elled  in  ordi'r  to 
carry  tiu'si'  patients.  This  can  he  attributed  to  the  introduction 
o\('r  this  period  ol'  radio  control  of  ambulance  movi'inents.  If  tbe 
bi'iK'fit  ol  this  nu'lhod  ot'  control  had  not  become  available,  there 
is,  I thiid\,  little  doubt  that  the  numher  of  staff  and  the  number 
of  M'hich's  would  have  had  to  Ix'  increased  in  order  adequately  to 
eojie  with  I lu'  eonliniK'd  extra  di'inand  on  this  service. 

iVs  the  radio  control  of  tlu'  service  did  not  become  fully  effective 
until  just  after  the  end  of  the  year,  the  full  statistical  effect  of 
this  installation  eannot  as  yi't  be  proi)erly  as.sessed,  but  from  the 
limited  experii'iiee  axailabh'  tlu'i'e  is  no  douht  at  all  that  this  method 
ot'  control  has  ercailv  iiu'reased  the  efficieiiev  of  the  service.

'Phe  ascertainment  of  adult  cases  of  e'{)ilepsy  anel  spastic 
parapk'gia  in  the  County  is  still  by  no  means  complete.  On 
the  register  ol‘  haiidicappeel  persons  maintained  hy  the  County 
^^''elfare  Offie-er  there  are  e|)ileptics  and  f spastics.  Of  the  22 
epileptics,  9 are  in  residential  acceimmodation  provided  hy  the 
Welfare  Authority,  and  5 arc  in  colonies  provided  hy  voluntary 
societies.  Of  the  four  s})astic  cases,  three  are  in  their  own  homes, 
and  one  is  being  maintained  in  a special  training  home  at  the  expense 
of  the  Welfare  Committee.  In  addition,  there  are  2'7  epileptics 
and  i spastics  living  at  home  and  known  to  the  Welfare  Department, 
but  who  arc  not  registered  as  Handicapped  Persons. 
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Among  persons  ascertained  as  mental  defectives  20  children 
and  .35  adults  are  known  to  be  ei)ilepties  and  10  children  and  13 
adults  are  known  to  suffer  from  a degree  ol’  spastic  paraplegia. 
Of  these,  I t (‘hild  and  2i8  adult  e|)ileptics  and  0 child  and  adult 
spastics  are  in  institutions. 

Among  educable  children  of  school  age,  t e])ile])tics  and  19 
s])astics  are  as('ertained  under  the  1 Iandica|)ped  l^upils  Regulations. 

\o  special  provisions  are  made  available  to  tliese  grou])S  under 
the  local  health  service  arrangements,  hut,  as  may  he  necessary, 
arrangements  are  available  for  tlu‘  loan  of  sj)ecial  chairs,  walking 
aids,  special  beds,  and  mattresst*s,  through  the  medical  loan  scheme. 
All  cases,  of  c-ourstn  have  acct*ss  to  the  scu’viees  Ixung  jjrovided  under 
the  Welfare  1 ){‘])artnient's  S(‘heme. 

Blindness. 

'The  official  register  of  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  is 
maintained  by  the  Hull  and  liast  Hiding  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
whose  officers  undtM'take  honu*  visiting  and  home  teaching  duties 
for  the  County  Council.

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Administration. 

As  detailed  in  previous  reports,  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health 
Service  is  dealt  with  by  a Sub-C'ommittee  of  the  Health  (’ommittee 
consisting  of  10  members  who  meet  ([uarterly  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  rei)orts  on  defectives  and  other  j)ersons  in  the  care 
of  the  Committee  and  making  recommendations  to  the  Health 
Committee  as  to  the  administration  of  the  service  or  any  specific 
action  to  be  taken  in  any  individual  cases. 

Apart  from  myself,  there  are  six  medical  officers  on  the  Council’s 
staff  who  have  attended  special  courses  on  mental  deficiency  and  are 
recognised  for  the  purpose  of  examining  educationally  sub-normal 
children.  All  of  these  doctors  are  also  approved  as  examining  and 
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(•('rtifyino’  offic't'rs  under  the  M('ntal  Defieieney  Acts  (as  amended). 
'I'lu'  (’ounty  is  divided  into  four  areas  eontrolled  from  the  central 
oHiee  and  in  each  ar(*a  there  is  a Duly  Authorised  Officer.  'The 
Didy  Authorista]  Officers  aia*  also  District  iWelfare  Officers  operating 
imd(M-  th(‘  National  Assist.'ine(‘  Act,  191S.  On  the  central  staff  the 
{‘Stahl ishment  provides  for  a trained  psyc'hiatrie  social  worker  and 
a menial  health  so('ial  worker.  'Three  members  of  the  ('ouneil’s 
h(‘ad(|uarters  staff  :\vv  also  approv(‘d  <as  Duly  Authorised  Officers.

'I’he  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the 
Minister  of  Health,  made  an  order,  which  came  into  operation  on 
dth  December.  1955.  and  which  applied  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  (1)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950.  to  the  following  County  District  areas,  viz.:  Beverley 
M.F).,  Bridlington  M.B.,  Hedon  M.B.,  Driffield  U.D.,  Filey  U.D., 
Haltemprice  F.D.,  Flornsea  lAD..  Withernsea  U.D.,  Beverley 
R.D.,  Bridlington  R.D.,  Driffield  R.D.,  Holderiiess  R.D. 
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'rhis  means  that  the  eastern  part  of  the  County  is  now  4 
“ specified  area  ” in  which  no  milk  can  he  sold  retail  unless  it 
is  under  special  designation,  that  is,  either  “ Pasteurised,” 
“ Sterilised,”  or  “ Tuberculin  Tested.” 


Section  5. — Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 

SMALLPOX. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported. 

MEASLES. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  3,761, 
compared  with  675  in  1954.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

ENTERIC  FEYER. 

No  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  reported  in  1955. 

SCARLET  FEYER. 

One  hundred  and  one  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  past  year,  compared  with  24  8 in  the  previous  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  year  1955. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Thirteen  paralytic  and  one  iioii-j)aralytic  cases  of  poliomyelitis 

« 

were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  one  death  from  this 
disease. 

The  cases  were  widely  distributed  over  the  whole  of  the  County 
and  at  no  time  or  place  could  it  he  said  that  there  was  any  local 
outbreak  of  the  disease.  All  but  five  of  the  patients  were  over 
fifteen  years  old. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Forty-nine  women  were  re})orted  during  the  year  to  be  suffering 
from  puerperal  pyrexia. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  as  suffering  from  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  as  compared  with  one  during  1954. 

MENINGOCOCCAL  INFECTION. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  four  in  the  previous 

year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  three  Consultant  Chest  Physicians,  with  administrative 
centres  in  Hull,  Pontefract  and  York,  and  the  Assistant  Chest 
Physicians  working  with  them,  are  all  responsible  to  the  Council 
for  the  preventive  side  of  tuberculosis  wcu’k  and  for  dealing  with 
the  special  problems  associated  with  care  and  after-care  and  re- 
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liabilitatioii  in  respect  of  any  patients  resident  in  tlie  County  wlio 
come  under  tlieir  care,  't  heir  chief  link  with  the  County  Health 
Services  is  through  the  health  visitors,  all  of  whom  act  as  tuberculosis 
visitors. 

Upon  the  health  visitors  falls  the  main  responsibility  of  seeing 
that  contaets  of  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  attend  at  the  various 
chest  centres  for  physical  and  X-ray  examinations.  During  the  year 
the  various  Chest  Physieians  have  reported  that  307  contacts  of 
newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  examined.  This 
represents  an  average  of  three  contaets  for  every  new  ease. 

As  the  need  arises,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest 
Physicians,  i)atients  being  treated  in  their  own  homes  are  supplied 
with  extra  milk  and  garden  shelters  free  of  eharge.  During  the 
year  2 13  patients  were  sui)plied  with  milk  for  varying  periods  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  5 garden  shelters  were  in  use. 

The  Chest  Physicians  have  been  responsible  for  arranging  to 
])rovide  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  contacts  where  they  consider  this 
to  be  advisable  and  during  the  year  135  persons  have  been 
vaccinated.  Details  about  the  B.C.G.  Vaceination  of  school  children 
are  given  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

No  special  case-finding  surveys  were  undertaken,  but  the 
Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  based  on  Hull  visited  the  follow-

New  Cases  and  Mortality. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (101 
l)ulmonary  and  20  non-pulmonary)  were  notified  during  the  year  and, 
in  addition,  5'5  cases  came  to  notice  otherwise  than  by  formal 
notification.  The  total  number  of  new  cases  in  the  County  shows 
a decrease  of  twenty  two  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  School  Medical  Officer 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Education  Committee. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  for  the  year  1955. 

The  medical  staffing  polsition  has  remained  satilsfactory,  two 
new  appointments  being  made  to  repILace  two  assisftant  medical 
officers  wlio  resiigned  during  tlie  year.  The  number  of  school 
dentists,  though  still  short  of  establishment,  has  also  been  maintained 
at  a satisfactory  level  In  comparison  with  most  local  authorities. 
However,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  maintain  our  establiishment 
of  speech  therapists. 

Routine  mediieal  inspections,  where  pairent,  teacher  and  doctor 
meet  to  discuss  individual  children,  still  occupy  the  most  important 
place  in  school  medical  work.  However,  immunisations  against 
diphtheria  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  agaiinst  tuberculosis  are  daiming 
an  increasing  proportion  of  medical  time,  and  if  the  time  spent  on 
this  type  of  work  increases,  as  appears  likely,  it  may  not  be  possible 
to  carry  out  rouime  niedical  examinations  in  every  school  each  year 
as  at  present. 

Although  routine  examinations  in  their  present  form  have  been 
criticised  in  recent  years,  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  are  still 
necessary,  but  some  modification  of  the  present  sytstem  may  be 
possible.  It  is  surely  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  a parent  either 
to  know  that  a child  is  free  from  defects,  or  to  be  able  to  discuss 
any  problems  with  both  teacher'  and  doctor  at  these  examinations. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  offered  to  tlie 
13—14  age  group  of  'school  children  in  two  divitsional  areas;  599 
children  were  tested  and  of  these  484  received  vaccination. 
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One  additional  minor  ailment  dlini'c  was  opened  in  the  Hessle 
area  duripg'  the  year.  The  relatively  liar^e  number  of  children 
attendino-  this  type  of  clinic  throughout  the  County  shows  that  they 
continue  to  fulfil  a need  despite  other  provisio'ns  for  treatment  under 
the  National  Health  Service. 

The  numbier  of  chilidren  who  have  been  ascertained  as  educa- 
tionally .sub-normal  has  inoreaised  b}'  40  during  195i5,  and  the 
problem  of  providing  suitable  educational  facilities  for  these  children 
becomes  increasingly  diffieuit  each  year.  The  Special  School  at 
Etton  now  accommodates  57  educationally  subnormal  pupils  from 
this  Authority,  leaving  188  to  be  educated  in  ordinary  schools. 
It  iis  obvious  that  these  backward  children  cannot  all  receive  si>ecial 
teaching  in  these  sdhools  as  teachers  quite  rightly  prefer  to  devote 
most  of  their  time  to  their  more  intelLigent  pupils.  The  result  is 
that  in  most  cases  the  tendency  is  for  these  'backward  pupils  to  be 
allowed  to  drift  along  from  year  to  year,  and  due  to  the  lack  of 
special  tuition  their  levell  of  educational  attainment  at  the  end  of 
their  school  career  is  much  lower  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 

Reports  by  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  the  Educational 
Psychologist  and  the  Organisers  of  Physical  Education  are  included 
in  this  report.

In  addition  to  the  8,698  Toutine  ins']:)ections  shown  in  tbe  above 
table  a total  of  4,982  special  examinations  and  re-examinations  were 
also  carried  out.  Among  these  children  the  number  found  to  require 
some  form  of  medical  treatment  was  747  and  1,174  defects  were 
noted  in  which  only  dbservation  was  necessary. 

The  total  number  of  routine  and  special  examinations  carried 
out  was  13,680. 

GENERAL  CONDITION 

School  Medical  Officers  assess  tbe  general  condition  of  all 
children  at  routine  medical  inspections.  This  assessment  is  based  on 
the  opinion  of  each  individual  doctor  and  heredity,  nutritional  state 
and  evidence  of  disease  shordd  be  considered  in  each  case.  Only 
.51%  of  those  examined  were  classified  as  in  poor  general  condition, 
i.e.,  a totail  of  44  cases  from  the  8,698  routine  examinations  as 
compared  with  41  cases  in  1954. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE 

Four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  children  were  found  at  medical 
inspections  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  for  eye  defects  as  compared 
with  347  in  1954.  In  addition  1,088  children  were  under  observa- 
tion for  these  defects. 

The  refraction  dlnie  service  is  staffed  by  a medical  officer 
aippointed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  clinics  are  held  at 
11  centres  in  the  County  (see  table  on  page  66). 

During  the  year,  1,562  individual  children  were  seen  at  these 
clinics,  and  these  made  a total  of  1,615  attendances.  These  figures 
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are  allinost  identical  with  those  of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  1,562 
individual  ehildren  attending',  tOS  were  new  cases  and  1,154'  attended 
for  re-examination.  Glasses  were  prescribed  for  the  first  time  for 
237  children,  and  a change  of  glasses  was  ordered  in  473  of  the  cases 
re-examined.  According  to  the  records  obtained  from  the  various 
Hospital  Management  Committees  through  which  all  prescriptions 
have  to  be  passed  705  children  are  known  to  have  obtained  glasses 
'during  the  year.  Glasses  were  obtained  from  the  opticians  chosen 
by  the  parent. 

The  services  of  an  orthoptist  were  availalble  at  the  York  County 
Hospital,  and  fourteen  dhilklren  made  thirty-six  attendances  at  this 
clinic. 

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS 

The  total  number  of  children  referred  for  treatment  of  ear, 
nose  and  throat  defects  was  3)23,  and  of  these  227  were  referred  to 
hospital  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Otitis  media  and  catarrhal  conditions  of  the  upper  respiratory 
tract  are  still  commonly  found  among  school  children.  These  condi- 
tions account  for  a considerable  proportion  of  the  children  seen  at 
minor  ailment  clinics.  The  presence  of  enlarged  adenoids  associated 
with  nasal  catarrh  is  probably  a major  cause  of  absenteeism  from 
school,  as  children  thus  affected  appear  bo  be  very  6usce]>tible  to 
recurrent  colds  and  their  complications.  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Surgeons  are  now  more  conservative  in  their  treatment  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  but  despite  this,  a total  of  705  sch'ool  children 
received  operative  treatment  for  nose  and  throat  defects,  the  great 
majority  being  tonsillectomy  and  adenectomy.  The  waiting  lists  for 
tonsillectomy  are  still  fairly  long  and  in  this  area  a child  may  wait 
up  to  1'6  months  before  the  necessary  operation  is  carried  out. 

DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

This  authority  makes  use  of  pure  tone  audiometers  to  assess 
deafness  In  sdhool  children  and  every  effort  is  made  to  test  alll 
infants  during  their  first  two  years  in  school.  No:  special  audiology 
centres  have  been  arranged  as  this  would  nPt  be  a practical  solution 
to  the  problem  of  ascertainment  in  a rural  County. 

Eleven  school  nurses  have  received  instruction  in  the  use  of 
the  pure  tone  audiometer  and  carry  out  routine  audiometrie  bests 
on  school  children.  This  testing  is  carried  out  on  school  premises 
in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  County,  but  Where  possible  school 
cli'niic  premises  are  used.  When  any  abnormality  is  found  by  a 
nurse  the  case  is  referred  to  a medical  officer  experienced  in  audio- 
metric work  and  a further  test  is  carnied  out  to  ascertain  as  accurately 
as  possible  the  degree  and  type  of  deafness.  After  this  further 
examination  all  deaf  and  partially  deaf  childiren  are  referred  to  a 
Consultant  Aural  Surgeon.  All  children  with  a hearing  loss  of 
20  decibels  or  more  are  reviewed  periodically.  In  one  area  school 
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chiildren  aire  referred  to  the  seliool  cliiniic  by  the  Consailtaiit  foT 
aiulioiiietric  examination. 

Local  arraiio-ements  are  made  where  possible  for  partially  deaf 
(•'hild-ren  to  reeei.ve  ]iip-Teadin<^  insl ruction,  and  parents  are  advised 
by  the  niedica'l  stall'  when  a schooil  child  i;s  fmind'  to  be  ])a'rtiaTly 
<lcaf.  No  ])erii)atetic  teachers  ol‘  (he  deaf  are  employed  for  school 
chiid'rcn  in  this  area. 

DISEASE  OF  THE  CHEST  AND  B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

As  a ircs'Uilt  of  routine  exa'ininations  28  children  were  found 
to  rcfjULrc  treatment  fod*  chest  disease.  It  is  essential  foir  school 
medical  ollicers  to  he  iiiiformed  about  children  wdio  attend  the 
various  chest  clfnics  and  o'ood  liaison  between  Chest  Physieians  and 
school  medical  officers  Is  most  important. 

In  (‘Cirtain  areas  a short  note  is  sent  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  about  each  case  after  attendance  at  a eliest  clinic. 

H.C'.C.  vaccination  was  olfered  to  the  13 — It  year  old  age 
gro'Ui)s  of  school  children  in  two  of  the  Diviisional  Areas  of  the 
County,  d'he  percentage  of  aecej)tanccs  was  .59.8.  Mantoux  testing 
was  carried  out  in  599  cases  a'lid  81.3  })eir  cent,  of  these  proved 
to  be  negative  reactors,  and  re(piircd  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

The  percentage  of  negative  reactors  has  proved  to  be  liigher 
than  was  expected  and  it  will  be  inteiresting  to  coimpare  flits 
percentage  in  urban  and  rural  areas  when  the  national  figures  are 
available.  The  following  table  gives  figures  of  the  work  done  during

In  every  case  where  a child  is  found  to  'have  a positive  reaction 
to  tbe  Mantoux  Test  a home  visit  is  paid  by  the  School  Nurse  in 
order  to  follow-up  possible  family  sources  of  infection,  and  arrange- 
ments aire  made  with  the  Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for 
X-ray  examinations  to  be  carried  out  on  all  household  contacts  who 
are  willing  to  attend.  The  response  to  these  requests  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 

UNCLEANLINESS 

Routine  In^giene  insi)ections  are  carried  out  by  the  school  nurses 
at  least  once  per  term  in  each  school,  unless  circumstances  indicate 
that  more  frequent  inspections  a, re  necessary.  A total  of  77,416 
individual  examinationis  were  cairried  out  and  607  pupils  were  found 
to  be  infested  by  nits  or  vermin.  The  percentage  of  pupils  infested 
iis  thus  2.01,  but  many  of  these  have  relatively  mild  degrees  of 
infestation.  Home  visits  are  made  by  the  school  nurse  in  each  case 
to  giive  advice  about  the  treatment  and  prevention.  Cleansing 
notices  were  served  in  respect  of  66  childr'en  during  the  year. 
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MINOR  AILMENTS 

Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  in  nine  centres  throughout  the 
County  ; these  continue  to  be  ivery  well  attended.  Durin,g  the  year 
a new  clinic  was  opened  in  the  Hessle  area.  Many  of  the  conditions 
dealt  with  in  tlie.se  clinics  do  not  come  within  the  accepted  classifica- 
tion of  minor  ailments,  and  mothers  frequently  bring  their  children 
for  advice  on  all  aspects  of  health.  Many  cases  are  referred  to 
other  centres  for  treatment.  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
171  cases  of  impetigo  were  treated  in  the  Beverley  area.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Chicken  ])ox  and  measles  accounted  for  the  great  majority  of 
absences  due  to  infectious  diseas'c.  d'hcse  diseases  were  not  confined 
to  any  one  area  in  the  County.  Only  three  confirmed  ca,ses  of 
poliomyelitis  were  reported  among  school  children  and  no  deaths 
from  this  condition  occuirred. 
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An  outbreak  of  vomiting’  and  diarriioea  begain  in  December  in 
a large  Infants’  Sebool  in  Beverley,  and  over  a ]>e:riod  of  six  weeks 
ai>i)roxiniately  80  children  wei’e  affected.  'Bhe  first  bateh  of  eases 
oceurre<l  duriing  the  liast  two  days  of  one  week  in  December  and 
food  i>oijsoning  was  at  first  suspecttHl.  However,  subsequent 
'bacteriolog'ical  exaiminatiion  of  stools  showed  tliat  the  outbreak  was 
caused  by  sonne  dysentery,  llxamiination  of  numerous  items  of  food 
from  the  school  canteen  gave  negative  results,  as  did  swalbbing  of 
all  crockery  and  cooking  utensils. 

Despite  hygienic  precautions  the  condition  spread  rapidly 
throtugh  all  classes  in  the  school,  and  at  one  time  only  one-third 
of  the  pup'iilis  were  in  attendance,  although  it  was  not  possible  to 
prove  that  all!  the  absentees  suffered  from  dysentery.  Alll'  cbildren 
with  symptoms  were  excluded  from  school  until  at  least  one  negative 
swab  had  been  obtained.  Rectal  swabbing  was  carried  out  on.  every 
child  in  the  school  and  all  carriers  were  excluded  until  free  from 
infection,  'rh-e  outbreak  continued  for  some  6 to  8 weeks  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  the  precautions  taken  played  any  significant  part 
in  the  control  of  the  disease.  A number  of  cases  were  reported  in 
other  schools  in  the  town,  but  these  remained  sporadic.

The  number  of  children  ascertained  as  educationally  sub-normal 
'is  now  247,  40  more  than  in  1954.  The  problem  of  obtaining 
satisfactory  education  for  this  group  of  children  has  not  been  solved, 
despite  the  provision  of  a special  school  at  'Etton,  as  there  are  188 
asceirtained  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  in  ordinary  schools  ; 95 
of  these  are  conisidered  suitable  and  are  on  the  waiting  list  for  a 
special  school,  and  the  remainder  are  in  need  of  education  in  special 
classes. 


Etton  Pasture  Special  School. 


The  number  o£  children  at  present  attending  the  Etton  Pasture 
Residential  School  foir  edueationally  suib-normal  chilldiren  iis  119,  of 
whom  57  aire  East  Riding  children.  The  medical  care  of  tlie 
children  at  thiis  school  is  in  the  liands  of  a local  practitioner  and 
dental  treatment  is  given  by  the  Aubhoirity’s  dental  officers.  In 
addition,  regular  speech  therapy  and  minor  adment  clinics  are  held, 
the  latter  being  in  charge  of  a school  nurse. 

The  headmaster  of  the  school  reports  that  the  general  health 
of  the  children  during  1955  has  been  consistently  good  and  that 
practically  no  serious  illness  has  oceurred.  Accidents  have  been 
very  few  and  none  have  been  of  a serious  nature.  The  system  of 
medical  attention  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especialy  since  the 
visits  of  the  school  nurse  have  been  increased  from  two  to  four 
per  week.  Bireakages  of  /spectacles  have  been  frequent,  but  the 
introduction  of  a si>ecially  strong  frame  is  reducing  the  number 
of  damaged  frames.  Routine  medical  inspections  have  been  carried 
out,  and  the  advice  of  the  Educatioiial  Psychologist  has  been  given 
when  required.  The  general  growth  and  development  of  all  children 
has  been  satisfactory  in  conditions  of  regular  meals,  sleep  and 
exercise.

Ortho])a'(lic  clinics  ware  Iicld  in  I^evcrley,  15 rid  1 in" ton,  Hull, 
Malton,  Scaid)oroiv"h  and  Yo:rk  at  which  192  children,  oif  whom  2G 
were  new^  cases,  made  218  attendances. 

d'welve  children  were  at  some  time  in-patients  at  the  Adela 
Sliaw^  Orthopaaliic  Hospital,  Kirhymoorside.  llight  of  these  were 
admitted  and  ten  were  discharged. 

SPEECH  THERAPY 

Chi'klren  found  at  i)eriodic  medical  Lnsj^ections  to  require  speech 
therapy  are  referred  to  one  of  the  C'ounty’s  speech  therapiists.  From 
January,  1955,  the  ecpiiva'lcnt  of  2.7  full-time  speech  therapists  were 
employed  throughout  the  year  and  there  were  129  children  on  the 
waiting  list  for  speech  therapy  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Cliinlos  weire  held  at  17  centres  in  the  County  (see  talble, 
j)age  GG).  J'he  clini(‘s  at  Harlhy,  Fulford,  Howden,  Mark'^t 
Weighton,  Norton  and  Pocklington  were  closed  when  Mrs.  Souch 
left  the  service  o£  the  County  on  the  81st  October,  1955. 

The  clinic  at  Withernsea  was  transferred  from  the  Couneil 
Buildings  to  the  High  School,  and  new  clinics  w^re  opened  at 
the  Longcroft  County  Secondary  School  and  at  the  Schooil  Clinic, 
Beverley. 

Thii*ee  hundred  and  sixty-nine  chiklren  made  4,857  attendances 
and  in  addition  49  children  were  given  individual  treatment  in 
their  own  homes.  The  types  of  defect  receiving  treatment  are  as

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

Numericailly  the  staff  reached  its  highest  level  since  the 
inception  of  this  dental  service,  and  was  maintained  at  Oine  principal 
dental  officer,  five  whole-time  assistant  dental  officers  and  three 
part-time  dental  officers.  Each  of  the  whole-time  dental  officers 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a mobile  clinic ; Mr.  Champ lin  was 
responsible  for  the  southern  part  of  the  county,  Mr.  Jones  worked 
the  noirth-eastern  area  and  Miss  Cripps  the  south-eastern,  "while 
Mr.  Gray  and  Mr.  Kelly  covered  the  western  side.  Messrs.  Beddoes 
and  Booth  worked  two  , sessions  in  the  Beverley  Clinic  and  Mrs. 
Howard  six  sessions  weekly  in  the  Bridlington  Clinic.  During  the 
last  few  years  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  most  frequent  in  the 
western  side  of  the  County  and  this  has  caused  regular  inspection 
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and  treatment  to  be  disorganised  in  tliat  area,  with  tlie  resinlt  that 
several  schools  have  not  been  visited  for  consideTable  periods,  but 
efforts  are  now  being  made  to  remedy  this  iinsatisfaetory  position. 

The  five  mobile  cliinies  are  in  continuons  use  throughout  the 
year.  The  two  oldest  elinics  were  improved  by  installing  hot  and 
cold  running  water  and  fixing  an  extractoT  fan  in  each  vehiele. 

Treatment  was  comprehensive  and  every  child  accepting 
conservative  treatmient  was  made  dentally  fit  except  for  some  cases 
of  the  very  young  where  attem])ts  to  conserve  the  tem])orary 
dentition  were  limited. 

The  demand  for  orthodontic  treatment  continued  to  increase 
and  the  dental  officers  undertook  more  work  of  this  nature'.  All 
appliances  used  were  of  the  removable  type  and  were  constructed 
by  mechanics  to  the  profession.  Only  patients  who  appeared  willing 
to  co-openate  fully  were  selected  for  this  treatment  which  can  be 
expensive,  prolonged  and  involved. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  year’s  work  appear  at  the  end  of 
this  report.  Under  other  treatment  708  scalings  were  i-ecorded, 
IdO  orthodontic  appliances  and  26  dentures  inserted. 

In  concluding  this  report  I must  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  staff  have  carried  out  their  duties  and  thank 
the  school  teachers  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Education 
Psychologist  : — 

There  have  been  no  changes  this  year  In  the  clinic  staff,  which 
consists  of  the  consultant  psychiatrist  from  Brandesiburton  Hall, 
the  education  psychologist  and  the  mental  health  social  worker. 
Clinic  sessions  have  continued  in  Beverley  on  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day of  each  week,  wihile  the  psychiatrist  and  psychologist  have  each 
held  a number  of  sessions  in  B,r  idling  ton.  In  the  absence  of  a 
psychiabric  social  wo'rke,r  the  interviewing  of  parents  and  home 
visiting  have  been  carried  out  on  a limited  scale.

The  majority  of  these  children  may  be  termed  difficult,  or  in 
some  degree  maladjujsted  for  reasonis  coninedted  with  the  child’s 
physical  or  mental  endowment  o'!*  witli  the  environment.  A minority 
of  referrals,  included  mainly  in  the  groups  above  (nervous  disorders 
and  anxiety  states)  necessitate  direct  treatment  of  tbe  child  by 
speciailiised  psychiatric  methodis.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  clinic 
function  is,  however,  largely  diagnoistic  and  advisory,  based  on 
study  of  the  child’s  total  enAuronment  of  which  the  most  important 
aspects  are  first,  the  home  and  second,  the  school.  Good  relatiom 
ships  within  these  two  group  structures  are  esisen/tial  for  healthy 
development  because  they  control  almost  entirely  the  conferring  of 
security  and  status  on  the  child.  In  such  a close-knit  group  as 
the  family,  deviations  oif  child  behaviour  from  parental  expectation 
not  infrequently  lead  to  irritation  and  distrust ; internal  stresses 
then  bring  about  indecision,  prolonged  argument  or  unsparing 
punishiment,  whereas  the  solution  lies  in  an  objective  review  of  the 
situation  such  as  that  undertaken  by  the  clinic.

There  were  102  clinic  sessions  involving  98  diagnostic  inter- 
views, 218  treatment  interviews,  163  interviews  with  parents  and 
313  visits  to  schools  or  to  homes.

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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Work  in  the  schools  proceeded  smoothly  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  full  protgrammes,  especially 
oiut-of-doors,  owing  to  the  exceptionally  fine  summeir  weather. 
Follow-up  work  in  connection  with  previonis  teachers’  courteeis  was 
carried  out  and  further  courses  were  held  alt  centres  in  Withernsea, 
Bi'l'ton  and  Bridlington.  As  each  new  Lsecondary  school  opened 
many  problems  which  faced  the  all-age  sdhools  were  solved  and, 
generally,  the  boys  and  girls  responded  well  (by  providing  their 
own  gamels  and  gymnastic  iclothiing.  This  greatly  helped  teachers 
in  their  efforts  to  raise  the  standards  of  work  and  hygiene. 

In  view  of  the  aiational  shortage  of  fully  qualified  specialist 
women  teachers,  we  were  fortunate  in  the  ]^i.ast  Riding  in  that  the 
schools  were  almost  always  fully  staffed. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  during  the  past  year,  facilities  for 
school  swimming  instruction  were  curtailed  by  the  closure  of  the 
Beverley  Swimming  Baths,  and  the  sale  of  .the  Driffield  Pool  for 
development  as  a building  site.  This  made  us  almost  entirely 
dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  neighbouring  authorities  for  the 
limited  amount  of  instruction  which  was  given. 

The  interest  in  Folk  Dancing  continued  throughout  the  schools, 
and  this  year  a .series  of  Folk  Dance  Festivals  were  held  in  Beverley, 
Bridlington,  Heasle,  Hornsea,  Norton,  South  Holderness  and 
iWithernsea  at  which  approximately  1,0'0.0  boys  and  girls  took  part. 

Standards  in  athletics  in  the  schools  continued  to;  improve, 
perhaps  due  in  some  measure  to  the  better  facilities  at  some  schools, 
and  also  to  the  more  expert  coaching  provided.  The  East  Riding 
sent  a team  of  boys  and  girls  to  compete  in  the  Yorkshire  Schools 
Sports,  held  at  Bradford,  where,  on  points,  they  came  third  behind 
Leeds  and  Hull.  Six  of  the  East  Riding  team  were  included  in 
the  Yorkshire  team  of  about  GO  competitors  which  competed  in  the 
English  Scho.ols  Athletic  Championship  Sports  which  were  held  at 
Manchester. 

The  bad  weather  early  in  the  year  restri'Cted  field  games 
\ considerably,  and  a number  of  events,  including  the  annual  Hockey 
] Rally,  had  to  be  postponed.  Five  girls  wore  selected  to  play  in  an 
i area  team  at  a hockey  rally  arranged  'by  the  Yorkshire  Women’s 
Hockey  Association  at  Leeds,  ddie  standard  of  netball  continued 
> to  improve,  and  the  numher  of  schools  taking  part  in  rallies  arranged 

Iby  the  lEast  Riding  Schools  Netball  Assoeia.tion  increased’.  The 
number  of  inter-school  matches  in  football  inorea.sed,  and  it  is  now 
possible  for  mo.st  schools  in  the  Riding  to  participate  in  leagues  and 
competitions. 

! The  usual  classes  for  memibers  of  Youth  Clubs  and  Evening 
1 Institutes  w^ere  proivided.  The  most  popular  activity  was  folk 
Bi  dancing.  Every  school  gymnasi'um  in  the  Riding  was  used  during 
fi  the  winter  session  for  some  form  of  recreative  gymnastics. 
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CO-OPERATION  WITH  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL  WELFARE 
OFFICERS  AND  VOLUNTARY  BODIES

iin  connection  with  the  clerical  work  niecessitatod  by  medical  inspec- 
tioms  and  in  the  weighing  of  children. 

I also  add  my  thanks  to  the  School  Welfare  Officers  and  tO'  the 
National  Society  for  the  Preventioini  of  (Cruelty  to  Ohiidren  for  their 
eo-ope ration  in  dealing  witli  cases  where  children  were  neglected  or 
(required  isome  foami  of  in’otection. 

PROVISION  OF  MILK  AND  MEALS 

The  numlber  of  children  taking  milk  in  school  in  October,  1955, 
was  22,81 0 or  79.0'5%,  cx>mpared  with  22,673  or  80.6%  in  the 
previO'Uis  year.  It  vras  necessary  to  continue  supplies  of  sterilised 
milk  for  one  school  for  which  daily  deliveries  of  pasteurised  milk 
could  not  be  arranged.  At  another  (school,  witli  twelve  childlren 
on  roll,  the  sup])ly  of  milk  tablets  during  the  Summer  and 
recomstituted  National  Dried  Milk  dirn’ing  the  Winter,  was  arranged 
owing  to  the  imixDSisibility  of  obtaining  suitalble  liquid  milk.  The 
supplty  of  liquid  millk  from  approved  sources  was  arranged^  for  ad! 
othei*  'schools — ^94.1%  beng  pasteurised  and  4.4%  tuberculin)  tested. 

The  number  of  children  taking  mealls  during  the  year  was 
14,525  (50.7%),  compared  with  13,465  children  (48.12%)  in  the 
previous  year.  The  increased  percentage  indicated  a return  to 
the  dem'and  prior  'to  the  increased  charge  per  meal  imposed  in 
/Mardh,  1953. 

Seven  new  school  canteens  were  op>ened,  including  two  at  new 
schools. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES  FOR 
ADMISSION  TO  TRAINING  COLLEGES,  ETC. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  Training  Colleges,  etc.,  are 
ti*equired  to  undergo  aln  examination  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
of  the  larea  in  which  they  are  resident. 

Entrants  to  the  teaching  profession,  other  than  thoise  who  have 
completed  an  approved  course  of  training,  are  to  'be  examined  by 
the  School  Medical  Office/r  of  the  Local  Educatibn  Authority  by 
wliom  they  are  appointed. 

During  the  year  a tota!l  of  78  candidates  for  admission  to 
Training  Colleges  and  21  icntrants  to  the  teaching  professiion  were 
examined  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service.
